THE OPEN FIRE, 


In the "Winter Sehew* «f 


Decoration C«a Compare "WltU It, 
From tlui« Immeioorial the hearth. 


the fireplace, has been the central ob- 
ject in the household. Here have gath- 
wed in olden times the aged grand- 
parents, the stalwart farmer and his 
ruddy wife and the prattling grand- 
children, even the household pets. Ilere 
have all domestic Joys and sorrows 
boon wept or laughed In tragedy or 
comedy of real eristence 


We are all fire worshipers, and the 


bright bed of glowing coals in the open 
fireplace is the merry household idol. 
Emerson recommends a wood fire as a 
banishw of melancholy, and who can 
deny that the dancing flames and flick- 
ering lights chase the goblins from the 
corners and the shadows from toe 
mind as well as warm and cheer the 
body by its kindly heat. The open fire- 
place, as one of the first contrivances 
Invented to contribute to the comfort 
of man, has no mean history of its 
own. With the first mud huts came a 
fire of logs in the middle of the floor, 
with a hole in the roof for the escape 
of the smoke. Then nest we find a 
rude sort of flue wbach created suffi- 
cient draft to draw the smoke up to 
one point, and on through the gradual 
Improvement of the fireplace until It 
becomes in the fourteenth century the 
principal point of decoration even in 
the palaces nnd public buildings. 


In our latter days of household lux- 


ury and comfort we have returned to 
the open fireplace for artistic beauty, if 
not for heating purposes. Nothing in 
the winter scheme of decoration—flow- 
ers, gay hangings, rich colorings or 
bright lights—can compare with the 
open fire. It is like a living presence In 
tho room, but even a fine diamond may 
be improved by the setting, so we find 
everything at hand these days to lend 
brightness and charm to our open fire. 
The brass fire sets, consisting of poker, 
tongs and brush, in an* artistic stand, 
the coal box and fender of the same 
material, reflect back each winking 
flame and are almost as bright as the 
fire itself.

HE detectives who piled their

Movable FenccH For SI«ccj». 


It would pay grain farmers to have 


a movable tenoo, or, as they are 
called in England, hurdles, to inclose 
a floc.'c of sheep whore they have taken 
off oats, rye or wheat and do not want 
(o put in another crop at once to keep 
i:p tho fertility of the soil, says Amer- 
ican Cultivator. In England they arc 
used not only for this, but they often 
break such fields and sow them to tho 
linglish or flat turnip and then hurdle1 
the sheep on them to eat the turnip* 
after they aro fairly well grown. This 
doubly enriches the field, which i.s one

hero and why they carry more ealUe 
and shoop to the aero tlian we aver- 
age.

NAVAL NEWS. 


Capt. Morris R. S. Mackenzie, U. 


S. N., commanding the U. S. S. New 
York, possesses old fashioned notions 
of fair play and business promptness 
which \vere strikingly manifest during 
the call of his ship at 
Honolulu a 


couple of weeks ago. He had given 
orders to coat the ship, whereupon 
his bandmaster applied for forty-eight 
hours' leave for himself and his mu- 
sicians, in order, as1 he innocently ex- 
plained, that they might avoid 
the 


dust and grime incident to the coal- 
ing operation. But Captain Macken- 
zie didn't see it in that way. On the 
contrary, it occurred to him that if 
the coaling performance had a musi- 
cal accompaniment it 
might move 


along with increased celerity. Con- 
sequently, instead of granting the de- 
sired leave, he ordered the band to 
take a position on the bridge of the 
ship and discourse the liveliest airs 
n its repertoire. Two gangs of men 
jegan to tote coal, one talcing it from 
the wharf, the other from a lighter. 
And the band played on. The livelier 
its music, the more swiftly the coal 
poured into the ship's bunkers. The 
scheme worked lake a charm, and in 
six hours 850 tans of coal were taken 
on board, an achievement which is 
said to surpass all navy records, 


A recommendation, has. been- made 


to the secretary of the navy by Rear 
Admiral Bowles, Chief of the Bureau 
of Construction and Repair, that the 
protected cruiser Philadelphia be sold 
or converted into a receiving ship for 
the navy, as a naval board of-survey 
at the Puget Sound navy yard has re- 
ported to the department that it 
would cost §490,000, nearly 50 per 
cent, of her original cost, to repair 
her. 'She was built by the Cramps 
in 1888, and was one of the first mod- 
ern ships constructed for what has 
aeen termed the "new navy." Her last 
duty was at Panama, where she was 
commanded by Capt. W. W. Reisinger 
who died at sea and was buried at 
Magdaleca Bay, Mexico.

BEAUTIFIES THE TOWN. 


Valuable Work of an Iowa Improve- 


ment Society. 


One of the cleanest and prettiest 


towns in Iowa has been made so chief- 
ly through the efforts of a woman's 
town improvement association. About 
500 children In the schools in this town 
wear badges to remind them that they 
have pledged themselves to do what 
they can to make their town a more 
healthful and beautiful place to live 
In. 
The pledge which the children 


have signed in the schools was sent out 
by the Women's Town Improvement 
association. This association some time 
ago purchased a large number of met- 
al cans. They were painted a bright 
red and were placed on the sidewalks 
of the principal streets near the curl), 
upon which was printed in plain let- 
ters a request that pieces of paper and 
rubbish be thrown into them instead 
of into the street The cans were the 
means of collecting a large quantity 
of waste paper, but not nil, and daily 
scraps of paper were seen blown hither 
and thither with each gust of wind. 


The principal thoroughfares have 


been devoid of rubbish since the chil- 
dren's auxiliary was formed. When a 
piece of paper is seen, two or three 
children start In close pursuit. 
After 


Its capture it is put in the nearest can. 
At the intersection of three a\enues 
the women went to the expense of soil- 
ding and making a handsome green 
where formerly there was a dusty 
place in summer and a mudlvole In 
winter. The children In their haste to 
go from one street to another did not 
hesitate to run across the triangle. 
Now the children in the neighborhood 
vie with one another In beautifying 
this bit of ground.

to what was expected of them when 
they signed the pledge, and among oth- 
er tilings was thiit they were not to 
make bonfires In the woods, In the 
fields or by the roadside; that they 
were not to take other people's fruit or 
pick other people's flowers. n«-ul that 
they were not to run across corners 
where Home one Is trying to make the 
grass grow.

Clean streets are absolutely essential 


to the health and comfort of a com- 
munity, writes Warner Stutler in the 
Washington Times. 
Statistics prove 


that the cleaner the tovru or city the 
lower the death rate, and vice versa. 


Twenty years ago very little atten- 


tion was given to the streets. Filth 
;nul refuse were allowed to accumu- 
late thereon, with the result that epi- 
demics were the rule rather than the 
exception. With the advent of pay- 
ing, however, municipalities became in- 
terested in the cleanliness of the city, 
and as progress in that respect was 
made a corresponding improvement in 
the health of the community was ob- 
served. At the present day all civic 
governments recognize that the health 
and comfort of their citizens depend 
mainly, if not altogether, on the de- 
gree of cleanliness achieved, as is evi- 
denced by the sums of money spent 
yearly for this purpose. 


The property owner is vitally inter- 


ested in civic cleanliness. No matter 
how advantageous the situation or 
how well laid out, if cleanliness is lack- 
ing the neighborhood becomes unde- 
sirable; proper tenants cannot be se- 
cured, rents become lower, and the in- 
vestment naturally depreciates in val- 
ue. On the other hand, clean streets 
beautify the locality, building opera- 
tions are encouraged, a better class of 
tenants seek homes therein, rents are 
higher, and there is a corresponding 
increase in values. 


Merchants aud householders are also 


greatly benefited by streets which are 
free from filth and dust, the former 
in that their goods can be exposed for 
sale without fear of objectionable mat- 
ter being blown on them from the 
streets, the latter inasmuch as the 
fresh air may be allowed to enter their 
homes without the accompaniment of 
foul odors and dust. 


Pedestrians and those who ride or 


drive are likewise beneficiaries. 
At 


best during wet or foggy weather the 
pavement is slippery, but if in addi- 
tion it is also covered with filth the 
result is disastrous to the wearing ap- 
parel of the individual, and the Ine.s 
of horses are placed in danger. 


And now we come to a phase of the 


question which should appeal to the 
pride of every member of the com- 
munity. A town may be possessed of 
many 'beautiful and substantial build 
ings, yet if the streets are not kept 
clean the effect is so marred as to 
create n bad instead of a pleasing im- 
pression. Visitors are apt to judge ami 
in fact do judge a city or town by its 
external appearance. 


One of the first, if not the first, 


things noticed by the tourist is tin 
condition of the streets. Whatever im- 
pression, whether favorable or other- 
wise, he may have formed in that con- 
nection, he is not s'ow to communicate 
to others. If favorable, then, of course, 
the result Is increased travel to the 
town and a corresponding influx oi' 
money. 


We may therefore conclude (1) that 


street cleaning is necessary, (2) that it 
is beneficial, (3) that money properly 
expended for that purpose is a paying 
investment.

Violations are being reported in a way 
calculated to jar the sensibilities of au 
ordinary politician inspector.

this subject is thoroughly in hand, 
while it will not be abandoned, others 
will be gradually added. 


All the inspection centers at the desk 


of the president, Mrs. McCall, to whom 
all complaints are sent on blanks pro-
